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SCHOOL REPORT. 


In compliance with the laws of the State, your Super- 
intendent presents to the citizens of the town the follow- 
ing report of the schools for the year ending March 1, 
1886: 

In presenting this report it is very gratifying to be 
able to give so favorable statement of the standing of our 
schools, comparing one with another. 

Three of the four different teachers employed for the 
five schools have previously taught one year at least in 
this town, and have this year sustained their former good 
reputation. Miss Newell came a stranger, bringing with 
her a record of a large experience as a teacher in this 
county, and fully met our expectations. 

No change has been made in text-books. 

The number of children reported by the Selectmen, 
58,—32 boys and 26 girls. 

The number of children between the ages of five and 
fifteen not attending any school, 1. 

Whole number of visitors, 301; number of visits by 
Prudential Committees, 7; by Superintendent, 23.

Contagious diseases were the direct cause of a large 
number of the absences. | 

The discipline of the several schools averages better 
than previous years. 

There has been a perceptible improvement in the 
inethods of instruction over last year, even by the same 
teachers. All the branches taught have received careful 
attention. ‘The teachers have labored diligently to make 
the reading and spelling lessons pleasant and attractive, 
with good results. But to dwell upon the good condi- 
tion of our schools and the merits of the teachers, already 
so well known and appreciated, we think inexpedient. 

In Table No. 1 can be found the results of the written 
examination obtained near the close of the school year. 
This examination was calculated to cover the year’s work 
and ascertain what per cent. of the entire amount learned 
was retained for practical purposes. In this examination. 
100 is perfect. The grammar came last in order and 
suffered somewhat from lack of time. 

Table No. 2 contains all other items required by law 
to be reported to the town.
